UCH INK HAS been spilled covering 

president William Bulger’s testi- 

mony before congressional committee 
investigating Federal Bureau Investigation 
abuses (you can read Phoenix writer Dan 
15). The investigation into FBI 
misconduct critical impor- 
tance. the question what 
Bulger knew about his brother 
activities, when knew 
it, and what, anything, did 
did not aid stop his 
gangster brother. 

The six hours grilling under 
grant immunity Congress- 
man Dan Burton’s committee, 
plus some “guest inquisitors” from the Massachu- 
setts congressional delegation, received mixed re- 
views. The worst that could said about Bulger’s 
performance was that his highly touted memory 
came across conveniently faulty. Detractors ar- 
gued that obfuscating and qualifying his an- 
swers, Bulger’s testimony was tarnished and not 
credible. And, furthermore, his ambivalence to- 
ward the idea his brother’s turning himself 
face probable death sentence makes the UMass 
president unfit serve public official. 

Bulger’s defenders, along with those familiar 
with the law, understand that his subpoena 
testify under immunity, for all practical purpos- 
es, made impossible for him give absolute 
and categorical answers questions that relied 
his memory events and conversations that 
took place over period decades. Had 
done so, any inconsistencies found what 
said now versus what may have said the 
past could quite easily have resulted his being 
charged with perjury commonly used pros- 
ecutorial trap 

But should clear now that likely 
never know the specifics the Bulger broth- 
ers’ relationship and whether the former Senate

Talking pastie shop with Scarlett Fever 


“Comedy is a really easy way to get you to take 
off your clothes — you're thinking about other 
things,” says local performer Scarlett Fever. 
Although 98 percent of the stand-up comics in this 
country wouid beg to differ, the former ballet 
dancer's not talking about charming the pants off 
someone elise, but rather about shedding her own 
wardrobe in the name of sexy satire. In case 
you've been missing all the “titillation” puns in the 
national press, there’s a burlesque revival 
sashaying through clubs and bars around the 
country. And Fever, who's a member of Through 
the Keyhole Burlesque, a local troupe that 
recently finished opening for Jonathan Richman 
on the Northeast leg of his recent tour, is among 
those resuscitating the art. This Sunday, she'll be 
passing along burlesque basics to paying 
customers at Grand Opening! in a class call 
“Secrets of Burlesque: Pastie Makir 
Twirling.” 

Fever can't reveal 
because, y'know, 
she can say what mz 
“Anything you can stick on your breasts is good,” 
Fever says. Carrots If you're doing a 
bunny act, carrots would work. [Burlesque] is all 
about the theme. One of the girls in our troupe 
uses fried eggs — like those Playskool rubber 
fried eggs — for her waitress act.” What else do 
dancers use? “Another girl uses car-freshener 
trees for a drag act she does. | twirl big disco 
balls for disco act do. The possibilities are 
endiess.” 

Fever first learned her pastie-making skills at 
Tease-O-Rama, a two-year-old national 
burlesque convention. And although that initial 
instruction was certainly helpful, she promises to 
be better prepared than her first instructor. “[My 
teacher] told us how to make circular ones. 
Everyone had questions like, ‘How would you 
make a heart? How would you make a star?’ And 
she didn’t know.” Does she now know how to 
make star-shaped pasties? “Oh yeah, | can make 
everything. I've even made skull and crossbones.”

Pastie-making can also be environmentally 
friendly. “When | started out, | made my own out 
of fliers — you know, those little cardstock paper 
fliers that people hand out at shows? And | 
recycled all my Christmas cards to use.” Like 
season's greetings from grandma and grandpa? 
“Yeah. Since pasties are so close to my heart, 
each pair should mean something to me, right?” 

But crafting your own personal pasties isn’t 
just a DIY way to design a burlesque costume — 
it's nearly a necessity here in Boston, where 
there are few places stocking that kind of 
headlight cover. “When | first went to look for 
them, the only place | could find them was 
Spencer Gifts,” laughs the former ballet dancer. 
“They were called ‘Booby Tassels’ there. .. . But 
it’s really hard to find them [in Boston]. Since 
most of the strip clubs here are full nude, you 
don't nee m. Whereas in New York, there are 
some places you have to keep your nipples 
covered for more time, so they still sell them 
there.” 

Fever points out that the art of satirical 

ase doesn't discriminate against smaller 
chest sizes. “So many women are like, ‘Wow, |! 
wish | could do that, but | only have A cups,’” 
says Fever, who in photos looks a few letters 
closer to Z. “But I've seen a man twirl. Anybody 
can wear pasties and anybody can twirl. It has 
nothing with the size your chest.” 

And what makes them stick? “Spirit gum, 
double-sided carpet tape, fake-eyelash glue, and 
liquid latex,” Fever says. So do they ever fall off? 
“All the time. There are constantly mishaps, but 
that's part of the suspense: ‘Will | make it through 
the act with my pasties intact?’”

Statute limitations 
protects abusive priests 


Last Friday, another chapter in the sordid 
clergy sexual-abuse scandal roiling the 
Archdiocese of Boston closed when a 
Haverhill priest was convicted of sexually 
abusing a teenage girl in repeated attacks 
throughout 2000. Lawrence Superior Court 
jury found Father Kelvin iguabita, 34, of the All 
Saints Catholic Church, guilty of four counts 
of child rape, indecent assault, and “unnatural 
acts with child.” Now, could find 
himself behind bars for the rest of his life. 

iguabita’s conviction is certainly welcome 
news. When it comes to the staggering 
number of deviant priests exposed in the 
clergy sex-abuse scandal thus far, however, 
his case seems more the exception than the 
rule. Compare his fate to that of a former 
Boston priest featured earlier this month by 
Boston Globe columnist Steve Bailey. On June 
4, Bailey wrote about Robert Morrissette, a 
Boston Harbor Hotel concierge recently 
featured in a local magazine. It was only last 
December, Bailey noted, that Morrissette’s 
name had surfaced in the pages of the city's 
dailies in another context — as a rogue 
clergyman accused of molestation. Church 
documents released at the time detailed 
allegations dating back to 1984 that 
Morrissette had fondled three teenage boys. 
Though Morrissette has long denied the 
charges, an archdiocesan review board kicked 
him out of the ministry and ordered him into 
counseling in 1993. 

Morrissette’s circumstances illustrate the 
ugly truth about the clergy sex-abuse scandal: 
most accused priests manage to elude 
punishment and blend back into society. That, 
at least, is what crossed Boston attorney 
Carmen Durso’s mind as he read Bailey's 
column. Durso, who handles sex-abuse 
lawsuits, recalls, “! thought, ‘Here’s another 
example of why we need the criminal statute 
of limitations revoked.” 

Coincidentally, Durso, who represents 40 
victims allegedly abused by some 20 Boston 
clergymen, has drafted bill that would 
just that. House Bill 1895, as it’s known, 
would repeal the criminal statute of limitations 
for rape and other sex offenses, including 
incest, molestation, and child assault. As it 
stands, the statute of limitations to prosecute 
child rape is 15 years, with the clock ticking 
once a victim reports the crime to authorities 
or turns 16. 

Under such time limits, a person who'd 
been assaulted as a child must come forward 
to report the abuse before he or she hits 31, 
which Durso calls “a big problem.” More often

than not, children cannot face the trauma and 
shame that comes with sexual abuse until 
later in life. Most of Durso’s clients, for 
instance, were well into their 30s and 40s 
when they approached him. By then, though, 
the statute of limitations has expired. And so, 
many accused priests have yet to face 
prosecution — and probably never will. Says 
Durso, “People who commit these crimes 
should not to be able to escape punishment.” 

Indeed, Iguabita is one of just two abusive 
priests to face any criminal charges in Essex 
County; on January 1, Reverend Ronaid 
Paquin pled guilty to three counts of child rape 
and was sentenced to 12 to 15 years in 
prison. In Boston, the very epicenter of the 
sex-abuse scandal, only three have been 
indicted: John Geoghan, one of Boston's most 
notorious priests and a convicted pedophile; 
Brother Fidelis DeBerardinis, who allegedly 
assaulted four East Boston altar boys; and 
Reverend James Talbot, who's accused of 
molesting three Boston College High School 
students. The short list, says David Procopio, 
of the Suffolk County District Attorney's Office, 
stems from the constraints of the statute of 
limitations. “We've had [priest-abuse] cases 
where we had a victim willing to participate in 
prosecution and sufficient evidence,” he 
explains. “Yet the only thing that held us back 
was the statute of limitations.” (To address . 
this, his boss, Suffolk DA Dan Conley, has 
filed House Bill 1247, which would repeal the 
Statute only for rape, attempted rape, child 
rape, and attempted child rape.) 

Currently, the effort eliminate the statute 
limitations for sex crimes pending 
before the legisiature’s Joint Committee 
the Judiciary. On April 10, the committee heid 
a hearing on House Bill 1895, which attracted 
broad backing from clergy-abuse victims, their 
advocates, and mental-health professionals. 
Even Jeff Bradley, a local therapist who 
serves on the archdiocesan review board, 
spoke in favor of the bill. Not one organization 
or individual testified against it. 

Combine this positive feedback with 
support from key legislative leaders, such as 
House Ways and Means Committee chair 
John Rogers, and the future looks bright for 
the pending measure. After months of 
relentiess revelations about child molestation 
the hands Catholic clergy, hard 
imagine that the Judiciary Committee would 
go against the current momentum. As Durso 
concludes, “This is the year when this type of 
bill can and should pass.”

Taking the electronic war profiteers 


If only Dwight Eisenhower could see 
us now. The general-turned-president 
— whose warning about the creeping 
influence of the “military-industrial 
complex” helped set the stage for the 
ideological battles of the 1960s — 
would not recognize what we have 
become. Today, writes “News 
Dissector” Danny Schechter, we 
submit passively to the infinitely 
greater power of a “media-ocracy, a 
land in which media, the military and 
politics fuse.” 

Schechter, the executive editor of 
Mediachannel.org, a media-watch 
Web site, cruises over the brave new 
Culturai landscape in what may be the 
first book on the war in Iraq since 
hostilities ended — Embedde 
Weapons of Mass Deception (Cold 
Type, 222 pages, $15.99), subtitled 
How the Media Failed To C

Allin town 


G.G. Allin has been dead for a 
decade, but he c 
controversy. A pathic 
masochistic punk-metal cretin whose 
repertoire included num 
It You Scum,” “Suck My Ass S 
“Sleeping in My Piss,” and many other 
pretty ditties unfit to name here, G.G's 
performances were stomach-turning, 
scag-fueled spectacles during which 
he'd skulk on stage like a berserker, 
slashing himself until the blood flowed, 
cramming bananas into orifices where 
no bananas should go, defecating and 
then hurling it into the audience, and 
physically assaulting any fan who 
dared get too close. He was arrested 
more than 50 times. Throughout his 
career, he vowed that one night he 
would commit suicide mid-concert — 
and take the front row with him. Alas, 
G.G. failed to keep his promise. On 
June 28, 1993, he croaked in the most 


sickeningly conventional way, succumbing to a smack 


overdose in New York City. 


“We live in a culture where 
everything is immediately covered and 
immediately forgotten,” Schechter 
replies. “We lurch from crisis to crisis, 
sensation to sensation, and the idea of 
‘let's move on’ is part of the cultural 
matrix. The Florida elections? That 
was last week. The increasingly rapid 
news cycle leads to a process of 
making it more and more difficult for an 
audience to absorb context and 
background and put it into any kind of 
framework.” 

Schechter borrows a word coined by 
Time magazine’s James Poniewozik — 
“militainment” — to describe how the 
war was covered by the broadcast 
networks and the cable news channels. 
News executives didn’t have to be 
intimidated or coerced into taking the 
government line, Schechter writes, 
because they already knew that 
skepticism would have been bad for 
ratings — and, thus, bad for business. 
Perversely, he notes that our media 
moguls actually cited the expense of 
war coverage in their recent pleas to 
the Federal Communications 
Commission for even more 
deregulation and monopolization: only 
enormous corporations, they argued, 
could afford such costs. As though all 
that high-tech desert gadgetry actually 
helped any of us understand what was 


going on.

You can get whiplash from 
skimming through the daily entries in 
Embedded, but there are some 
moments of real prescience and 
insight. Take this, from April 10: “The 
continuing resistance proves how un- 
over this war is. Yes, a statue was 
pulled down as we saw over and over 
again on television as some Iraqis 
danced for the cameras, a scene that 
could not have been more perfect had 
it been scripted. Having shed no tears 
for Saddam myself, | am sure much of 
the joy is genuine. His ouster is 
overdue. But there is a sense of 
foreboding about what happens next.” 

Because of the need for speed, 
Embedded is being sold strictly over 
the Internet as a PDF file. (Schechter 
still hopes to bring out Embedded as a 
non-virtual book.) It even has a 
soundtrack: “Media Wars,” a hip-hoppy 
pastiche by polarity/1, a politically 
oriented group that's affiliated with 
Mediachannel.org 

And take note: George W. Bush 
absolutely kicks ass on the chorus.

The Courier article alludes to “the 
town’s attempts to find a way to cancel 
the concert” and, disturbingly, 
mentions that “[mjembers of the 
Glenwood Cemetery Board of 
Directors are so concerned that they 
have considered exhuming Allin’s 
body and moving it, to deter his fans 
from going to the gravesite.” 

Reverend Joseph Klatka of St. 
Rose of Lima Church, who suggested 
that solution, was on vacation and not 
available for comment. But Burton 
Ingerson, a member of the Glenwood 
board and a town selectman, just 
chuckles softly when | ask him if 
there's been any further discussion of 
that gruesome possibility. 

“No, no, we haven't thought of that 
at all” Ingerson says. “Well, we've 
heard other people say that, but how 
can we do it? That's not something 


you can do. Personally, | wouldn't consider it.” 


Merle Allin puts it more plainly. “That's never gonna 


Ten years on, G.G's bass-player brother, Merle, has 
reconvened their band, the Murder Junkies, and set out, 
with G.G.'s first group, the Jabbers, for a short memorial 
tour. They'll hit the Middle East on Sunday afternoon, but it’s 
a show Saturday in the tiny White Mountain burg of 
Littleton, New Hampshire, where G.G. is buried, that has 
tongues wagging. 

An article last week in the Littleton Courier describes 
a picket-fence hamlet bracing itself for an onslaught of 
debauched degenerates. “A planned tribute concert for + 
‘rock 'n’ roll terrorist’ G.G. Allin is causing a wave of 
anxiety to sweep through town in anticipation of the 10th 
anniversary of the performer's death,” writes staffer 
Duncan McKee. It's true, Littleton police chief Cam 
Brown tells the Phoenix, that “at the gravesite we’ve had 
people urinating, defecating, burying animal parts, 
drinking, pouring alcohol on the tombstone, burning the 
flag, taking flags from other grave sites and burning 
them. ... Things, | think it’s safe to say, that alienate a 
very large portion of the community.” But, he says, the 
Littleton police aren't girding for Armageddon or even 
planning “anything extraordinarily different than we'd do 
for any other event.” 

Merle, too, thinks it's much ado about nothing. “The way 
they write about it, you'd think that fuckin’ Woodstock was 
takin’ place,” he says. “There’s probably gonna be 50 to 100 
die-hard people traveling from all over the country to come 
up and see the grave, and pay tribute and come see us 


happen. I'd like to see ‘em try. If they wanna fight, man, I’m 
totally down for that. | think that’s just a lot of talk. They can't 
do that anyway without the family’s permizsion. And | can 
guarantee you they'll never get that.” 

Despite misgivings about a Web site 
(www.mctrachiotomy.com/ggallin.html) that’s offering a 
prize for the most outrageous photo taken at G.G.'s 
grave, Chief Brown says people should basically just 
relax. “We're trying to come up with a way where people 
can come up and enjoy this, and if they want to be 
respectful and pay their respects to G.G. Allin, that's 
fine,” Brown says. “It’s when actions start spilling out into 
the public arena, when people are offended or 
frightened or disturbed, that’s when we're gonna get 
involved. We're not trying to set the stage for any kind of 
conflict or clash.” 

Merle agrees. “There was only one G.G. We're not 
trying to imitate what he did or rip off his identity. That 
would be stupid. We do our own thing and G.G. did his 
own thing, and people need to get over the idea that just 
because we're G.G.'s band, we're gonna rape and pillage 
and burn their town down. Heh, heh, heh.”

Another 
six million Soviets, many them POWs, were forced into Ger- 
man slave-labor battalions that manufactured war materiel. 
the end World War total about two million Russians, 
many whom had contributed (voluntarily not) the Ger- 
man war effort, came under the control advancing American 
and British forces. Those charge knew that Stalin considered 
these people collaborators traitors. Yet the Western Allied 
forces under supreme commander Eisenhower repatriat- 
virtually all the Russians the Soviet Union, some cases 
forcibly, knowing full well they were sending them their 
doom.

Vlasov 
was embittered the experience blamed the excesses 
Stalin’s police state for the inefficiency the Russian army, and 
soon came fault the regime for all the disasters that had 
the Soviet Union. When his German captors suggested that 
urge Soviet troops POWs and others oppose Stalin, 
agreed, persuading himself that the Nazis could offer him his 
best hope deposing the communist dictator. The charismatic 
general wanted the Germans create Russian provisional gov- 
ernment and Russian army liberation that would lead 
the struggle free the motherland. anti-Bolshevik leaflet 
written was dropped the millions Soviet forces, 
and thousands men deserted 

But that liberation army never got off the ground. Though

After D-day, thousands such Russian troops were cap- 
tured and British armies. the Yalta conference Feb- 
ruary 1945, Stalin demanded that all captured Soviet nationals 
repatriated. Recognizing that they needed Stalin’s coopera- 
tion obtain the release their own POWs held camps near 
the Eastern Front, the other Allied leaders secretly agreed. 

Following the Nazi collapse May 1945, Vlasov and his 
men surrendered western Allied forces hopes escaping 
Stalin’s wrath. But pursuant the Yalta agreement, and 
British commanders turned most their captives over So- 
viet troops, some cases using deceit beatings when the 
Russians resisted. Some the prisoners committed suicide, 
others were shot shortly after being taken into Soviet custody, 
and still others (including were executed after per- 
functory trials. The remainder vanished into Soviet forced- 
labor camps, forgotten the rest the world until Aleksandr 
Solzhenitsyn told their story more than years later The 
Gulag Archipelago. 

Some say Vlasov and the other Russians who collaborated 
with the Nazis aren’t worth crying over they were traitors, 
after all. But say they deserve little sympathy. They could 
fight for either Hitler Stalin, and life offers few choices more 
dismal than that.

ES, UMASS PRESIDENT William Bul- 

ger appeared have prepared for his 

congressional hearing last week 
studying method acting Alzheimer’s unit. 
And no, the members Congress who ques- 
tioned Bulger did not cover themselves 
glory. 

But there was much more the all-day 
Washington marathon June than Bul- 
ger’s responding can’t recall” questions 
that were largely irrelevant. This was, after all, 
major media moment the 
biggest local spectacle, some ways, 
since the run-up Bernard Cardinal 
Boston last year. And was nation- 
spectacle, too: CBS, ABC, NBC, 
CNN, and Fox News all covered it, 
did the New York Times and the 
Washington Post. 

Bill Bulger, the scourge the 
media during his years presi- 
dent the Massachusetts Senate, 
the spotlight, forced answer un- 
comfortable not well-thought- 
out questions about his relation- 
ship with his mass-murdering broth- 
er, underworld figure James 
“Whitey” Bulger. And there was 
much about the scene and its after- 
math that was instructive. 

Lesson No. when pundit’s 
mind made up, it’s made up, damn 
it. Unrevealing though most the 
proceedings may have been, there 
were few moments that should have 
forced even Bill Bulger’s most ardent 
supporters cringe. The mention his tak- 
ing call from Whitey prearranged loca- 
tion instead his home. His admission that 
may have recommended his cor- 
rupt protector, former FBI agent John Connol- 
ly, for the job Boston police commissioner. 
(And what mayor would Bulger have made 
this recommendation? His rival from South 
Boston, Ray Flynn, detail Bulger claimed not 
remember.) His appearing have more 
concern that Whitey would killed 
turned himself than did for the many, 
many people who allegedly have been killed 
Whitey’s behest. 

Incredibly, though, Boston Globe columnist 
Tom Oliphant had this reaction Sunday: 
“In America, are supposed begin with 
the basics too often forget; this case Bul- 
ger’s assertion which has never varied 
that knows nothing about his 
whereabouts, has done nothing assist him 
his run from criminal responsibility, has never 
used public office assist his brother’s life 
crime, has never connived with the FBI crooks 
for his own his brother’s benefit, has never 
withheld information probative value the 
authorities.” 

Then again, Oliphant man who wrote 
February 1998: “There was phone sex; 
heavy phone conversation any kind; 
dress with semen stains it; dress all, 
fact.” Some things never change. 

Nor was Oliphant the only Bill Bulger advo- 
cate. Lowell Sun columnist and WBZ Radio 
(AM 1030) talk-show host Paul Sullivan, in an 
appearance the Fox News Channel, defend- 
Bulger saying, frankly have always 
found him moral person and person 
great dignity. I’m not always agreement 
with his politics, but frankly think those peo- 
ple who are objective think that more 
the good brother who getting tanked.” 

least Globe columnist Brian McGrory,

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Romancing the Snape

EADERS HAVE HAD to wait three long years between Harry Potter and the Goblet of 

Fire and Harry Potter and the Order of the Phoenix, the just-released fifth book in J.K. 
saga good, evil, and boy wizard. Well, some readers waited. Others day- 
dreamed, debated, analyzed, obsessed, speculated, and wrote their own next chapters in 
the Potter story. 

You see, there is Rowling’s Harry Potter, seen primarily in the mainstream media as a 
spectacularly successful work of children’s literature. And then there is the Secret Harry 
Potter, the one that exists in the imagination of adult readers, particularly those who spend 
a lot of time on the Internet. And in this parallel Potterverse, the things that Rowling can 
only hint at — as well as the things that she may never have intended and which exist 
purely in dark fantasies — are brought out into the light of day. 

Take the cult of Severus Snape, for instance. The mysterious, black-haired Potions 
Master is the key figure in the alternative Potter universe. And why not? With his clouded 
past and sadistic treatment of students, Professor Snape is a tortured soul on the order of 
Emily Bronté’s Heathcliff, a romantic hero/villain who fits splendidly into all sorts of R- and 
X-rated fan-written scenarios. Of course, the fact that Snape is portrayed in the movies by 
“the thinking woman’s sex symbol” Alan Rickman has a little something to do with Snape’s 
popularity among female Potterheads — check out www.ensnaringsnape.com for a repre- 
sentative peek at what happens when Snapelust and Rickmania intersect. 

Rickman's perversely alluring goth-monk get-up, the cruel curl of his upper lip, the plum- 

my baritone, the sexual ambiguity he brings to the role (he stares at 
Harry as if fighting down a very untoward urge) — that’s the Snape 
who haunts the Harry Potter stories on www.fanfiction.net and 
www.adultfanfiction.net, not “the greasy git” who exists on Rowl- 
ing’s pages. 

Many of these Snapecentric fan fictions are fluffy “Mary Sue” 
stories, in which a beautiful young transfer student discovers the 
softer side of the Potions Master. But in other stories, Snape 
has a full-blown taste for bondage and discipline, seducing stu- 
dents of both sexes — including Harry and Hermione — dur- 
ing detentions in his dungeon. In one unrelenting bit of eroti- 
ca, “The Nine Orgies: Affection” by one Kandyslasher 
(adultfanfiction.net), Snape spends the entire first 
section spanking a naughty Slytherin girl with every 
implement at a sadistic schoolmaster's disposal. And 
in the luminous “Love's Labours, Paradise Lost” by 

Veresna Ussep (adultfanfiction.net), a melancholy, Shakespeare-spouting 
Snape turns a prostitute into an elegant love slave, and the result is so affecting, you wish 
you could see this Snape on a movie screen. (| haven't even mentioned the “slash” — 
homoerotic — fan fiction, where Snape couples with everyone from Remus Lupin to 
Lucius Malfoy.) 

Not that all is smutty in the Secret Potterverse. On the addictive Web site Harry Potter 
for Grownups (www.hpfgu.org.uk), adults pore over a wealth of Potter theories and essays 
to rival those in the Buffyverse. My favorite right now is an earnestly detailed enumeration 
of the links between the Order of the Phoenix (Hogwarts headmaster Albus Dumbledore’s 
band of freedom fighters, who are allayed against the fascistic dark wizard Lord Volde- 
mort) and Guy Fawkes’s notorious “Fifth of November” plot to blow up Parliament in 
protest of King James I's treatment of Catholics. Read “Muggles” (the non-wizards and 
half-bloods whom Voldemort wants to wipe out) for Catholics. And, hey, isn’t Dumbledore’s 
pet phoenix named “Fawkes”? 

It's no mystery why, for adults, the Potter books have “bewitched the mind and ensnared 
the senses” (to paraphrase Snape). Rowling has created one of the subtextually richest 
worlds in modern literature. Her themes — racism, fascism, coming of age, heroism, the 
struggle between free will and destiny — are complex enough to spark adult imaginations, 
yet they’re rendered in an energetic plainspokenness that makes them accessible to 
younger readers. In Goblet of Fire, there is a world of sacrifice and pain unspoken in Dum- 
bledore’s version of the St. Crispin’s Day speech (“Remember, if the time should come 
when you have to make a choice between what is right and what is easy ...”). But Rowl- 
ing's increasingly haunting depictions of the few, the happy few, fighting the good fight 
against a horrifically depraved foe, have been enough to inspire volumes of fan fiction set 
during and after the coming war for the wizarding soul of Britain. Rowling's grown-up fans 
are a step ahead of her. 

I'm only just beginning The Order of the Phoenix. And nobody can be certain how Rowl- 
ing will end the saga when she reaches book seven. But in my imagination, | know exactly 
where it’s all going. And I’m not telling.

enamored the man call him Tariq 
who drew her in. definitely think he’s 
mentally ill,” Kerry says, letting out hollow, 
no-kidding burst laughter. personally 
think has narcissistic personality disorder.” 
Whatever particular brand mental 
illness, there’s doubting that indulged 
abnormal behavior. Kerry, Concord native, 
met Tariq the fall 2000, while studying 
self-proclaimed envoy God, lured Kerry 
and three others all male into his cult 
with the prospect mission his native Pak- 
istan, where they would minister obscure 
religious sect. know sounds Kerry 
says, “but really wanted that challenge, un- 
reached group, unreached with the Gospel.” 
Most people are inclined shake their heads 
the naiveté someone who would fall for 
the shtick man like After all, what 
kind idiot gets involved cult? This 
question Kerry has recently been asking herself. 
“What was about me?” she says. “But then 
you think the Nazis what was about 
them? can’t say that wouldn’t have done 
what they did been their position. None 
can. That’s what this experience has 
made realize, what human being capa- 
ble with the power the situation.” 
According Steve Hassan, 
based cult researcher, those who scoff cult 
victims are taking simplistic view the phe- 
nomenon. “They don’t understand that these

groups use manipulative, deceptive tech- 
niques,” says. “They think, these peo- 
ple must stupid.’ But the people who join 
these groups are, for the most part, highly in- 
telligent, well-educated people who were situa- 
tionally vulnerable.” Hassan himself was once 
lured into the Moonies the church the 
Reverend Sun Myung Moon following 
messy break-up with girlfriend. 

“With deception and manipulation,” 
says, “you can get very intelligent people 
along with very stupid things.” 

Indeed, cults actively pursue bright people, 
for the sole reason that they make more-valu- 
able group members. Cults, too, look for peo- 
ple who are undergoing transition some 
sort who have recently moved lost job, 
who are going through divorce have just 
had death the family or, was the case 
with Kerry, people who are entering college. 
Also, cult leaders are good hiding what 
they actually do. “I’ve never met anyone who 
joined cult,” says Carol Giambavo, who 
works with the American Family Foundation 
(AFF), cult-research center. “They all joined 
interesting group.” 

first, this what Kerry and her cult- 
mates thought they had done. seemed 
the epitome pious devotion. “He offered 
Christianity the extreme,” says Kerry. 
was attracted that.” would tell his group 
that God spoke through him, his eyes burning 
with religious zeal. would have them pray 
for eight hours day, until they entered ec- 


static, trance-like states. Even when Tariq 
started grow more and more controlling, 
more and more demanding, the group ration- 
alized his behavior. 

“He had some very good reasons for what 
did not good reasons, but convincing 
reasons,” says Andrew, another former mem- 
ber Tariq’s group. say, “Well, 
were going Canada Mexico some- 
thing, maybe get with little bit 
prayer, little bit discipline training, but 
this Pakistan. got have Olympic 
training.’ That was how justified what was 
happening.” 

the group “trained” for their Pakistan 
trip, Tariq’s behavior got progressively worse. 
deprived his minions sleep and food. 
kept them weak and pliable. 
e-mail with him hours and hours daily, into the 
wee hours the morning,” Kerry says. 
report back him what had gone during 
the day, what had eaten, who had spo- 
ken with. wanted know everything, how 
much water used, how many paper prod- 
ucts used. had different procedures 
wanted through for washing our- 
selves. couldn’t breathe our food 
through our noses.” 

many ways, cults are similar the mili- 
tary. There process breaking down free 
will and replacing with blind obedience. One 
way achieve such dominion through dictat- 
ing the most minute details person’s life 
how washes, how much food she eats. Like 


the military, cults promote bunker mentality, 
us-versus-them attitude. They discourage in- 
dependent thought and stress the importance 
“group think.” They maintain rigid discipline, 
deftly meting out rewards and punishment. 

Tariq was certainly adept using all these 
techniques his own little boot camp 
adding liberal doses intimidation, humilia- 
tion, and violence for good measure. kept 
his group fearful, off kilter. the time the 
Pakistan mission came about, was presiding 
over bunch quivering lackeys. 

When they returned from their summer 
Pakistan, 2001, the group moved into sin- 
gle basement room suburban Maryland, 
which where Tariq’s mania really began 
flourish. “He would beat the guys and 
would instruct beat one another,” Kerry 
says. “The guys beat me, but 
would make self-inflict. With the guys 
became very abusive, lot punching, lot 
kicking. introduced gradually, over time.

HOUGH DECIDING what, exactly, con- 
stitutes cult can slippery and con- 
tentious issue, cult researchers generally agree 
single, broad definition: any group whose 
followers pledge blind allegiance leader, 

their physical, emotional, psychological 
detriment, through process manipulation 
and duress, can put into the cult category. 


According the AFF’s Carol Giambavo, 
there are between 2000 and 6000 cults the 
United States. There are religious cults and 
therapy cults, marketing cults and UFO cults, 
yoga cults and political cults. The groups 
range size from army-size like the 
Moonies and Jehovah’s Witnesses mini- 
cults like the one that held Elizabeth Smart 
and the one which Kerry became ensnared. 
there are any Qaeda cells the US, then 
they are part large, destructive cult. Some 
marriages have internal dynamic similar 
that cults, many street gangs. Locally, 
according Bob Pardon, the groups the 
Twelve Tribes and the International Church 
Christ fit the standard definition very well. 

Generally, cults “destructive mind- 
control groups,” the experts like say 
come the public’s attention only when 
something catastrophic happens, such the 
1978 mass-murder/suicide Jonestown, 
which 900 followers Jim Jones drank 
cyanide-laced Kool-Aid; when Branch 
Davidians died FBI raid, and subse- 
quent fire, Waco, Texas, 1993; when, 
1997, Heaven’s Gate members left 
California for that big sci-fi convention the 
sky.

For the most part, though, these groups 
about their business relative anonymity.

While anti-cult activists like Hassan and the 
Pardons have had some success countering 
these groups, there has been unfortunate 
side effect their work splintering effect, 
wherein those who have been liberated from 
large cults form little cults their 
own. for how many people are cults 
large and small, nobody knows, but the figure 
least the tens thousands. Bob Par- 
don, for one, guesses that 300,000 Americans 
leave cult every year, while another 300,000 
people join. the number only fraction 
this, the cult problem far more urgent than 
the help available its victims would suggest. 

country teeming with alcohol- and drug- 
abuse clinics, halfway houses for habitual crimi- 


nals, rehabilitation centers for chronic gamblers 
and spouse abusers, Bob and Judy en- 
terprise unique. Though there short-term 
“emergency room” Ohio, the Pardons run 
the only long-term residential cult-member- 
rehabilitation center its kind the country.

Bob, meanwhile, insists that his letter was taken 
out context. “She misinterpreted it,” says.

Even those who count themselves among the 
Pardons’ supporters, however, admit having 
concerns about the couple’s fervent Christiani- 
ty. “This hard one,” says the AFF’s Carol 
Giambavo. “It’s better have someone who 
understands the issues around Scripture-twist- 
ing, who can help unravel that. But when you 
help get someone out group, very often 
transfer their dependency needs onto 
you. You have very careful not transfer 
your religious beliefs onto them.” 

“They are very careful about that,” insists 
Kerry. “They joke about ‘This the Cult 
Bob.’ But they definitely didn’t try take the 
place [of Tariq’s group]. became very needy 
with mom, much more than with Bob and 
Judy. They encouraged branch out and 
make friends.” 

Then there’s the question who pays for all 
this. Meadow Haven has annual operating 
budget, says Judy Pardon, about $100,000. 
Though some this offset gifts from the 
families cult members the Pardons have 
helped (they not charge for their work), the 
bulk Meadow funding comes from 
private donors, many them Christians who, 
Steve Hassan puts it, “maybe have expecta- 
tions that Bob and Judy are doing more evan- 
gelical work than they are.” 

All the same, Hassan quick add that 
doesn’t believe the Pardons have surrepti- 
tious religious agenda. don’t think 
says, adding, think the world Bob and 
Judy.

Among the many appetizers, 
found all our fried selections impecca- 
ble, especially the crispy tofu ($4.25), 
which was very fresh and crisp trian- 
gles with nice sweet-chili sauce 
Steamed dumplings ($5.95) are little 
doughy but have flavorful shrimp- 
pork filling and novel touch: top- 
ping caramelized onions.

shrimp ($11.95), which has lot 
ginger flavor along with the garlic, but 
mostly stir-fry shrimp, cooked 
lettuce, and onions. 

only un-favorite Pan Thai was 
beef with pineapple ($8.95), not 
much for the sweet sauce, but for the 
use pink tomato and baby ears 
corn. These are two particularly weak 
vegetables dish dominated the 
fruit more than the beef. 

Rice ($1 per person) real Thai 
jasmine rice, nicely made. The list

Filmmakers don’t bother to be original or insightful these days 
when making horror flicks.

Quixote ABT, plus Who Cares? and Robert ‘Davidsbiindlertanze’ NYCB

YORK all the pre-20th-cen- 

tury ballet classics, Don Quixote may 

the most problematic. The title 
character, Miguel Cervantes’ idealistic 
dreamer, non-dancing role. The real 
leads are innkeeper’s daughter Kitri and bar- 
ber Basilio, who want marry; her father, 
Lorenzo, has his eye foppish nobleman 
Gamache son-in-law, but with little 
help from Don Quixote and Sancho Panza 
the lovers get their way. outline the story 
similar Fille Mal Gardée, but whereas 
Frederick Ashton’s staging that ballet 
jam-packed with characterization, most Don 
Quixotes (George Balanchine’s altogether 
different) call for pyrotechnics rather than 
plot. the two American Ballet Theatre per- 
formances saw couple weeks ago the 
Met didn’t quite fill the stage with 
fireworks, they did throw down the 
2004 season-opening production 
this work. 

Don dance history goes 
back mid-18th-century Vien- 
nese production Jean Georges 
Noverre, but the source most 
modern versions Marius Petipa’s 
1869 staging for the Bolshoi re- 
vised 1902 Aleksandr Gorsky 
and first presented America 
1966, the Bolshoi the Met. The 
ABT Quixote that’s available 
video 90-minute 1983 produc- 
tion choreographed then ABT 
artistic director Mikhail Baryshnikov 
“after Petipa and Gorsky” and star- 
ring Baryshnikov and Cynthia Har- 
vey Basilio and choreogra- 
phy for the current ABT version 
credited only Petipa and Gorsky. 
Boston Quixote goes back 
1982, when Rudolf Nureyev set 
the company and danced Basilio. 
Nureyev includes sequence with 
Sancho Panza getting teased the 
local girls act one and Hamlet- 
like puppet show act two; other- 
wise the two versions are similar. 
Some staging$ place Basilio’s mock 
suici n act one and give us a duel 
between Basilio (disguised 
knight) and Don Quixote act 
three, but these two move the “sui- 
cide” act three and omit the duel, 
creating more appropriate lead-in 
the wedding celebration. 

Don Quixote that was more 
about the title character would 
more cogent but our dreamer 
invariably left try find some 
dignity his doddering, and 
left with the showpieces. Apart from 
Basilio and Kitri the first act, 
get matador Espada and street 
dancer Mercedes (in Boston she’s 
just unnamed street dancer). Act 
two, which Basilio and Kitri run 
off Gypsy camp, brings the 
Gypsy Man and Woman; after Don 
Quixote makes his abortive assault 
the windmill and falls into re- 
cuperative sleep, there’s the classical 
purity the Vision Scene, with 
Kitri appearing Dulcinea along- 
side Amour and the Queen the 
Dryads. Act three, after Basilio’s 
“suicide,” the wedding fiesta, with 
Espada and Mercedes (in Boston 
different from the first-act street 
dancer) showing off more tricks and 
Basilio and Kitri doing their climac- 
tic pas deux. 


The big moment Saturday afternoon 
came the first act when Angel Corella el- 
evated Xiomara Reyes star lift and held 
her there, with one hand, for good five 
seconds while she beat out accompani- 
ment her tambourine. Corella’s trade- 
mark corkscrew pirouettes all too quick- 
from gosh! gimmick, but the third 
act compensated with tour pas chat 
that turned into breathtaking split jump, 
and for all its flamboyance, his Basilio was- 
shallow. Reyes’s Kitri and Dulcinea 
were even more breathtaking: the pas 
deux her firepower matched and out- 
matched his. What I missed was projection, 
especially her Kitri. Perhaps that’s be- 
cause the role new (she’d made her debut 
just days earlier), perhaps she needs 
less extroverted partner than Corella. 

Saturday evening Ethan Stiefel was 


more thoughtful Basilio, giving pirouettes 
with phrasing, and Gillian Murphy brought 
touch Alicia Silverstone her Kitri, with 
high kicks that were showy but not snapped 
off and nippy pointe work her act-three 
pas deux variation, though she wobbled 
badly the two occasions when she had 
stand unsupported pointe attitude. The 
Saturday-evening Mercedes, Veronika Part, 
filled out her phrases with size and soft- 
ness that the afternoon’s more acerbic San- 
dra Brown didn’t command, and the 
evening’s Quixote, Brian Reeder, seemed 
less pathetic and more poignant than the af- 
ternoon’s Victor Barbee; the other hand, 
Carmen Corella, the evening’s Dryad 
Queen, struggled with her Italian fouettés. 
one made the kind indelible im- 
pression Nina Ananiashvili does the 
State Perm Ballet video (from 1992 per-

formance Tokyo). It’s not just the fou- 
ettés, which she begins with her hands 
her hips and executes phenomenal 
speed it’s the teasing multiplicity 
character and her radiant, self-effacing joie 
danser. wish the calendar had permitted 
see her with Marcelo Gomes ABT. 
Instead, wound catching re- 
peat airing the documentary Born 
Wild: The Men ABT Wednesday (an 
appetizer for the irritating Lar Lubovitch/ 
San Francisco Ballet Othello that followed) 
and wondering whether the ABT/NYC spot- 
light invariably turns artists into performers. 
Early clips Corella, Stiefel, Viadimir 
Malakhov, and José Manuel re- 
vealed freshness and spontaneity one 
doesn’t often see Lincoln Center. And the 
hour’s through-line did little showcase 
their talents: looking more than ever like 
Peter Pan, Mark Morris set 
seven-minute number the quar- 
tet that came off like Foursome 
outtake, parody Jules Feif- 
fer’s odes spring. 

Postscript: the Monday fol- 
lowing these performances, with- 
out explanation, ABT executive di- 
rector Elizabeth Harpel Kehler re- 
signed. She had been the compa- 
third executive director 
many years, following Louis 
Spisto (who according the New 
York Times “was forced resign 
2001 amid accusations misman- 
agement”) and Wallace Chappell, 
who served for months before 
being moved the Strategic Plan- 
ning Committee. It’s reminder 
that Boston Ballet isn’t the only 
dance company going through tur- 
bulent times. 


AMERICAN BALLET THE- 
ATRE performing Sun- 
day, but regardless would have 
been hard pass the two Bal- 
anchine masterpieces, Who Cares? 
and Robert “Davids- 
New York City 
Ballet. was strange bill: less 
appetizer than scrumptious 
dessert, Who Cares? nonetheless 
led off, and though you 
think that anything but another 
Balanchine work could follow 
Robert Schumann’s “Davids- 
NYCB finished off 
the afternoon with Jerome Rob- 
bins’s 1983 Glass Pieces. 
problem for Anna Kisselgoff, who 
wrote last Times that 
the work “cool Robbins:

Who Cares? the first work 
Balanchine choreographed after 
Suzanne Farrell married Paul

the answers the title question 
are “Suzanne who?” and do.” 
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Drawing Gershwin songs (now 16, 
the penultimate “Clap Yo’ Hands” having 
been dropped 1976), Balanchine re- 
claimed his New York, the city Henry 
and Damon Runyon, innocent guys and 
almost-innocent girls, piece that, like 
Apollo, pairs one man with three ladies. 
was nostalgic sensibility even then; three 
decades and September later, it’s not 
easy recapture. the early going, the 
ladies’ pelvic thrusts and Rockette kicks 
looked pro remember these hav- 
ing more energy when Boston Ballet did the 
piece 1995. But the New York State 
Theater heated when Janie Taylor and 
Charles Askegard came for “The Man 
Love,” Taylor expressing her feeling the 
articulation her hands and the feline way 
she picked her feet. Hers body lan- 
guage that speaks maybe that’s why, 
with one talk to, she had fractionally 
less say her sassy “Fascinatin’ 
Rhythm” solo. 

Jennie Somogyi was likewise less voluble 
with Askegard “My Sweet Embraceable 
You”: missed the way Kyra Strasberg used 
her shoulders control the distance be- 
tween herself and Olivier Wecxsteen back 
1995, and the teasing glance Jennifer 
Gelfand threw Patrick Armand she ran 
off stage. Abi Stafford showed more energy 
than attitude her Build Stairway 
Paradise” solo and her “Who Cares?” duet 
with Askegard. But sold his “Liza” solo 
with Frank Sinatra—like swagger, and the 
ensemble attacked the Got Rhythm” 
closer with crispness that suggested that, 
sans Farrell, sunshine, music, and rhythm 
might just enough.

Schumann 
wrote DBT 1837 
“polterabend” present 
for his beloved Clara, 
and though drew 
heavily the doppel- 
ganger mentality his 
favorite writer, the Ger- 
man Romantic Jean 

this piece, with its 
landler-waltzes and 
polkas and tarantella 
and manic minuet, has 
many faces; one its 
many jokes the way 
undresses the motto 
theme he’s borrowed 
from Clara were 
his bride-to-be. Balan- 
chine apportioned RSD 
among four couples:

Schumann’s drift into madness. 

It’s not just Kistler taking RSD 
different direction. Jock Soto, her partner 
Sunday, was far more aggressive than 
seeming demand what 
Kistler was reluctant give, though like 
d’Amboise had odd way hunching 
his head down into his shoulders. 
moment 1.1 where d’Amboise barely 
seems touch Farrell even holds her 
horizontal; Soto turned Kistler almost up- 
side down. Kyra Nichols and Charles 
Askegard conjured Aroldingen and Liiders 
the way they gave volume on-stage pi- 
anist Richard Moredock’s slow tempos 
(largely duplicating those Gordon 
Boelzner the video), but the third and 
fourth couples, Jennie Somogyi with Nilas 
Martins and Jennifer Ringer with Peter 
Boal, looked like the ghosts the original, 
gotten the piece second-hand. 
There were good moments Somogyi 
and Martins with their stormy 2.1 polka, 
Ringer and Boal the slow turns and deep 
bends 2.2 but the complexity the 
whole seemed elude them. 

Writing for this newspaper back 1986, 
Laura Jacobs described RSD “equal 
parts air and impulse” and went sug- 
gest that “It strikes you not only perish- 
able but immaterial too, wrought from 
the tissues two lives.” The ballet does 
take solid flesh Rouben Ter-Arutun- 
ian’s Caspar David Friedrich set, and sul- 
lied flesh Balanchine’s unfortunate 
choice Schumann’s more conventional 
revision, which adds repeats, fills 
textures, truncates the quirky endings 
1.9 and 2.6, and substitutes reassuring 
D-natural for the unsettling D-flat 1.8 
(if only Mr. could have heard Maurizio 
Pollini’s explosive, unbalanced recording 
the 1837 DBT). But 2003, without Bal- 
anchine and Farrell and the rest the orig- 
inal cast, seems more perishable and im- 
material than ever.

fledged Qing Dynasty 
house (circa 1800-1825), completely 
furnished, that the museum has added 
its architectural holdings. Among 
the traveling exhibits, missed both 
“Masterpieces Nineteenth Century 
Asian Photography” (through Sep- 
tember 28) and “Under the Imperial 
Gaze” (through May 2), which focus- 
two huge (26 feet long) scrolls 
depicting the travels 18th-centu- 
Qianlong emperor. back. 

“Men Plow, Women 
modest yet gratifying collection ob- 
jects decorative, utilitarian, 

centered the themes rice 


farming and silk production. The two motifs, 
fundamental aspects Chinese culture for 
millennia, unite the show’s constituents. The 
objects range from Yongzheng porcelain 
vase (1723-1736) whose exquisite painting 
shows woman working outdoor loom 
rough but less exquisitely woven 20th- 
century peasant’s hat and raincoat made 
from palm fiber. 

most exciting about “Men Plow, 
Women Weave,” however, its success 
making the distant past feel immediate 
tomorrow. The trick lies the careful juxta- 
posing ancient and contemporary. Along 
the same wall, for instance, the 
Yongzheng vase you can see late- 
tury photograph woman working in- 
door loom. She who first seemed emblem- 
atic the porcelain now registers in- 
dividual, even the actual woman you see 
the photograph takes ageless air. 
nearby adjacent wall appears male 
version the same time warp. Kangxi-pe- 
riod (1662-1722) porcelain bowl depicts 
its concavity man steering water buffalo 
with rope harness plows rice 
paddy. few feet away 19th-centu- 
photograph man doing the same. The 
difference dramatic. The muted pastels 
and dreamy lines the antique give 
that farmer’s efforts romantic feel; the 
photograph stands sharp corrective. You 
can see the peasant’s bare feet the dry 
broken earth, his sunburned face turned to- 
ward the camera. The work that first 
looked light the sound flute be- 
comes backbreaking. 


The highlight the exhibit for was 
Luo 1980 oil painting Spring Silk- 
worms. This massive work, about six four 
feet, depicts old woman her arms are 
dark and creased tree bark holding 
green leaf bowl white silkworms. 
She’s shown from above, that her scalp 
occupies the bulk the frame; emanating 
from it, like filaments living silk, her in- 
candescent twisting white hair. The worker 
and the work are one. 

The Native American exhibit was the one 
big disappointment. Top-heavy and lop- 
sided, the show claims Native Ameri- 
can when fact houses predominantly 
Plains Indians’ clothing (exactly whose 
not informed). fact, the coloration and 
wear many the artifacts were they 
distributed evenly over the exhibit space 
effort minimize their ubiquity the 
suggest they hail not only 
from the same auction but from the same 
family. The moccasins, vest, jacket, and pa- 
poose hardly deserve separate cases; 
too much alike. doesn’t help that only two 
items originated east the Mississippi, 
that the two contemporary paintings domi- 
nating the room look like amateur cartoons. 

the other hand, the Oceania exhibit, 
with its emphasis Hawaiian art, one 
the best its kind I’ve seen. The range and 
quality objects wide without being 
skimpy, and under the curatorial guidance 
Christina Hellmich, the show delivers con- 
tinual surprises. Turn around and 
suddenly standing front towering 
Hawaiian temple figure lurking dark 
niche with its massive broad face snarling 
like mastiff.

The decent beats that 
ground “Get Right” and “It's like 
That” are watered down by weak 
hooks; “It's like That” even puts the 
typically mellow Deck in the uncom- 
fortable position of having to yell out 
the chorus. G Rap does lend a 
much needed hand on “Framed,” 
and there are three tracks — “City 
High,” “Vendetta,” and “Who Got It” 
— where Deck sticks to what he's 
always done best, simple story- 
telling from the streets without jiggy 
filler.

lives of the Friedmans, a model 
upper-middie-class family living in 
the comfortable suburban communi- 
ty of Great Neck, Long Island. On 
Thanksgiving 1987, mail inspectors 
raiding the Friedman house in 
search of hardcore kiddie porn found 
a list of local boys with whom Fried- 
man had been conducting computer 


| courses in his basement. There fol- 


lows the increasingly hysterical pros- 
ecution of Arnold and 18-year-oid 
Jesse, who are accused of an as- 
tounding number of criminal acts 
after the police start interrogating 
Arnold's students and come up with 
increasingly horrific and incredible 
allegations. Jarecki interviews the 
police investigators, the prosecutors, 
and the judge; he also talks with in- 
vestigative reporter Debbie Nathan, 
who explains how the Friedmans 
were one of many in the wave of du- 
bious ‘80s cases of sexual molesta- 
tion based on the now discredited 
evidence of repressed memory. In 
the end, though, Jarecki’s approach 
to this issue is too timid; it seems 
clear he should have been more fo- 
cused on uncovering the truth along 
the lines of Errol Morris's The Thin 
Blue Line or Joe Berlinger & Bruce 
Sinofsky’s Paradise Lost. Then 


there’s the Friedmans’ capturing of 
themselves. Eldest son David 
recorded the ongoing family break- 
down, with his brothers Seth and 
Jesse seemingly enjoying the oppor- 
tunity to act out on the video stage 
the self-lacerations of their big fat 
Greek tragedy. Although these 
videos are hardly flattering or illumi- 
nating, David offered them to Jarec- 
ki, who made generous use of them 
In the interest of what?

“CAUTION, CLEANLINESS, CON- 
SUMERISM: SELECTIONS FROM 
THE PRELINGER ARCHIVES.” 
This program of shorts from the 
Prelinger Archives’ collection of edu- 
cational and’ industrial films is no- 
table for its disturbing blend of fatal- 
ism and optimism — words for which 
you may well substitute “paranoia” 
and “naiveté,” as long as these terms 
of rejection don’t keep you from rec- 
ognizing that the mixture isn’t dated. 
“The Sound of a Stone” (1955) is a 
forthright and complex look at how 


* the reputation of a small-town high- 


school teacher is ruined when a 
book he assigned his pupils is found 
to be on a list of subversive litera- 
ture. Despite its insistent doubt and 
surprisingly dark ending, the film re- 
mains hopeful about society's ca- 
pacity for improvement. Optimism is 
also the keynote of “American Look” 
(1958). The SuperScope framing, 
both sleek and clunky, defines a 
world of forms freed from function 
(furniture, appliances, cookware, 
and glassware isolated against white 
floors and walls) — a serene, luxuri- 
ous universe in gleaming Fiestaware 
colors. Then there's the giddy futur- 
ism of the 1956 fantasia “Design for 
Dreaming”: a woman has a dream in 
which a masked man in top hat and 
tails whisks her from her bedroom to 
General Motors’ Motorama exhibi- 
tion, where she revels in the new 
“dream cars,” the “Kitchen of Tomor- 
row,” and an electronic highway. In 
“The Terrible Truth” (1951), an anti- 
narcotics tract dedicated to proving 
that “nobody is going to stay an oc- 
casional user very long,” the narrator 
speculates that the reds may be 
sponsoring America’s drug traffic. 
The excellent “In Our Hands Part 
Three: How To Lose What We Have” 
(1950) shows what might happen if 
Americans voted to throw out the 
Constitution in favor of “the master 
state with the master plan.” The mes- 
sage of both “Atomic Alert (Elemen- 
tary Version)” (1951) and “What You 
Should Know about Biological War- 
fare” (1952) is: “Use common sense 
and cooperate with the authorities.” 
In the same vein, “The House in the 
Middle” (1954) shows how good 
housekeeping can help you survive 
an atomic attack.

Despite millions in production 
design, Peter Strietman’s splendid 
photography, and some witty if 
trance-inducing music by Jonathan 
Bepler, the six and a half hours of 
the “epic” Cremaster Cycle is sheer 
movie tedium, inert and unmoving, 
broken up by imagery that is more 
irritating than fascinating in its self- 
indulgent preciosity. Although at 
times his preoccupation with the fu- 
tility of the creative process and the 
tragedy of sexual differentiation 
takes on a Grand Guignol beauty 
reminiscent of David Cronenberg, 
for the most part it translates into 
unending and pointless up-and- 
down motifs, a tiresome obsession 
with bizarre and painful-looking 
footwear, the many inappropriate 
uses of Vaseline, bevies of beautiful 
women in baroque outfits or in noth- 
ing at all (the unabashed if unerotic 
nudity might be one reason for the 
cycle's appeal), a pastiche of myths 
and near-myths ranging from Celtic 
foiklore to Masonic ritual to the 
American Dream to the filmmaker's 
own masochistic fantasies, and the 
inevitable question of how will 
Matthew Barney abuse his orifices 
and genitals this time around. Will 
he get it from both ends, as hap- 
pens in the marathon Cremaster 3, 
in an excruciating scene that com- 
bines the least attractive aspects of 
dental and obstetric procedures? 
Will he find himself transformed into 
a human bagpipe, as in the conclu- 
sion of Cremaster 4? Or will his 
goodies be tied in a knot by ribbons 
and yanked skyward by Jacobin pi- 
geons, as in an uplifting moment in 
Cremaster 5. Well, Matthew Barney 
suffers for his art, or at least one 
hopes so. But the real victims are 
those who try to stay awake so that 
they can pile praise on this humor- 
less, narcissistic huckster and his 
infantile fever dreams. Cremaster 4 
(42m) and 5 (54m) screen midnight 
Friday at the Coolidge Corner. 

THE CROWD (1928). This King 
Vidor silent traces the life of John 
Sims: he’s born on July 4, 1900, but

Steve Carr, who also directed Mur- 
phy in Dr. Dolittle 2, does a servicea- 
ble job with this time waster for tots, 
but there’s no magic and little laugh- 
ter. Murphy's Charlie is a big-shot 
marketing guy who loses his job and 
is stuck home with his son after he 
can-no longer afford his town’s only 
reputable pre-school — the kind of 
place where the kids wear uniforms, 
foreign languages are taught, and 
Anjelica Huston, looking a little like a 
dominatrix, is in charge. Making the 
most of a bad situation, Murphy and 
fellow unemployed buddy Phil (Jeff 
Garlin of Curb Your Enthusiasm 
fame) start Daddy Day Care and im- 
mediately enroll a number of chil- 
dren each with one, and only one, 
personality trait.

Cameron looks to 
his Oscar-winning epic for his first 
big-screen release since 1997, a 3-D 
IMAX documentary that explores 
never-before-seen wreckage of Ti- 
tanic (the ship, not Kate Winslet's ca- 
reer), narrated by the film’s mock- 
documentarian, Bill Paxton 
Cameron, Paxton, and a group of 
scientists and historians went 
aboard a Russian research ship and 
took two submarines two miles 
under the ocean’s surface to the ex- 
plore the hulk. Two high-definition 
underwater remote-operated video 
cameras were specially created for 
the film and maneuvered within the 
ship's wreckage to reveal hidden 
treasures of the luxury liner, such as 
the undamaged stained-glass win- 
dows in the dining room and a glass 
and carafe intact upon a shelf in a 
cabin.

Of course, it’s not 
every zany comedy that opens with 
the massacre of a hip-hop band 
Homicide detectives Joe (Ford) and 
K.C. (Josh Hartnett) are paged from 
their part-time jobs — Joe sells real 
estate, K.C. is a yoga instructor with 
acting ambitions — to check out the 
crime scene, and for a while the 
shaggy-dog comedy and the brutal 
circumstances work together. So do 
Ford and Hartnett — their dumpy- 
pro/eager-rookie routine recalls not 
so much Ford in Star Wars as the 
Costner/Robbins pairing in Shel- 
ton's big hit Bull Durham. The 
Susan Sarandon Earth Mother

hind a closed door. The nascent, in- 
explicable rage explodes, and so 
does Bruce; he bursts out of his 
clothes (but keeps his pants on) 
and out of the reaim of real life as 
he rips his lab apart. Many might re- 
late to trashing one’s workplace, but 
other than that, the Hulk seems like 
what he really is, an expensive visu- 
al effect. Kids of all ages will delight 
as attack helicopters chase the 
Hulk around the rim of a canyon 
and they'll mutter “cool” when he 
tosses an Abrams tank a half-mile 
into the desert.

Just 
glimpsed at the end of last year’s 
The Fellowship of the Ring, Gollum, 
who's voiced by Andy Serkis (he’s 
being touted by New Line Studio as 
an Oscar candidate), is the closest 
thing the centerpiece of Peter Jack- 
son's adaptation of the Tolkien trilogy 
has to dramatic depth or conflict. 
This digitally rendered homunculus 
is the former owner of the Ring of

Hobbits Frodo (Elijah Wood) and his 
faithful servant Sam (Sean Astin) 
have set off alone to Mordor; mean- 
while their friends Pippin (Billy Boyd) 
and Merry (Dominic Monaghan) 
have been captured by a gang of 
mutant Orcs, and the moody human 
wanderer Aragorn (Viggo 
Mortensen), the Dwarf Gimli (John 
Rhys-Davies, whose comedy is a 
welcome but infrequent relief), and 
the Elf Legolas (Orlando Bloom) 
have set off to find them. But as we 
get deeper into the tale, the director 
seems to get ever farther from its 
spirit, its emotion, and its magic 
Nonetheless, the Academy nominat- 
ed it for Best Film.

Our 
hardy band of hackers — the mes- 
sianic Neo (Keanu Reeves), his lover 
Trinity (Carrie-Anne Moss), his men- 
tor Morpheus (Laurence Fishburne), 
and newbie Link (Harold Perrineau 
Jr.) — are among the soldiers fight- 
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ing to save Zion, the underground 
refuge of the last band of free hu- 
mans, from the latest onslaught by 
the machines, which have sent an 
army of squidlike robot sentinels tun- 
neling toward the cave city. Again, 
Neo enters the Matrix to consult the 
grandmotherly Oracle (Gloria Fos- 
ter) for advice; again, Trinity and 
Morpheus wreak havoc in skyscrap- 
ers; again, Neo must confront Agent 
Smith (Hugo Weaving), an enforce- 
ment program who's gone off the 
reservation but still has it in for his 
old foe. And again, Neo and his com- 
patriots ponder the limits of free will 
in a universe where humans and 
computer programs are indistin- 
guishable. There are some plot 
shockers that raise questions about 
what Neo’s crew (and viewers) think 
they know about the Oracle, her 
prophecies, the natures of both the 
Matrix and the rebellion, and Neo's 
own anomalous gifts. And as in The 
Matrix, the wild card is something 
beyond the reasoning of both com- 
puters and humans — the inexplica- 
bly transcendent power of love. That 
may be the greatest astonishment 
the film has to offer — or, as the 
philosopher Keanu Reeves would 
say, “Whoa.”
